WASHINGTON (AP) — Repub- 


licans have fired some sharp ques- 
tions at Secretary of the Treasury 
Douglas Dillon, trying to pin down 
whether his view of a tax cut is 
less urgent than President Kenne- 
dy's. 


There have been whispers of

House and the Treasury over the 
program, and Dillon was asked 
Wednesday: 


Does the administration now be- 


lieve a tax cut bill this year is 
so important that it's willing to 
scrap the revenue-raising revisions 
if they stood in the way? Is a re- 
cession 
imminent 
demanding 


drastic counter measures? 


Dillon, testifying before the tax- 


writing house Ways and Means 
Committee, insisted his views and 
the President's coincided. 


He said he hoped the tax bill 


will not be "a plain reduction bill 
and nothing more," because the 
administration believes that the 
changes in the tax, structure— 
which it has recommended as re- 
forms—are important. 


And he foresees no recession 


this year but history indicates one 
will certainly come before too 
long—and a tax cut would be 
good preventative medicine. 


all this, however, added up to 


much less fire than Kennedy dis- 
played before the American Bank- 
ers Association symposium only 
two days earlier. 
'The President said that without 


a tax cut, the "fifth postwar re- 
cession" is not too far off. He said 
that "whatever is necessary to get 
that bill, I would support," and 
"nothing should stand in its way." 


Many hearers concluded that 


he meant tax revision could go by 
the board if it were too much of 
an obstacle. The White House 
Wednesday reaffirmed his stand, 
and said his statement Monday 
"indicates clearly the views of 
the administration."

State Only One 
Losing School 
Age Population 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Arkan- 


sas was the'only state that lost 
school-age population from 1950 to 
19GO, a National Education Asso- 
ciation report showed today. 


The report showed Arkansas 


lost 1.6 per cent. The national 
average was an Increase of 42.8 
per cent. The age bracket involved 
is 5 to 17. The report said 86.3 
per cent of the state's youths in 
the 14-17 age bracket were en- 
rolled in school in I960. 


The report showed arkansas 


had 459,428 school-age youths as 
of July 1, 19G2. 


Arkansas lost 3.8 per cent of 


its school population between 1950 
and 1960, the report showed, and 
in 1960 the average Arkansan had 
completed only 8.9 years of formal 
schooling. 


A total of 40.4 per cent of Ar- 


kansas 
selective service regis- 


trants failed to pass the mental 
test in 1961, the report showed. 


In 1960, 97.3 per cent of Arkan- 


sas students were enrolled in pub- 
lic schools and 2.7 per cent ware 
enrolled in non-public schools.

deal of support for his move. 


"Sen. Peterson tricked us, evi- 


dently," Feild said. "Everybody 
in this House is disturbed. "We 
went along thinking that every- 
thing was the way it was first 
explained. Now we don't know 
what's been done." 


The Senate passed 
HB 201 


Wednesday 
and 
Peterson 
ex- 


plained to newsmen later that it 
would bring in an additional $1 
million a year annually instead of 
$320,000 a year as first reported. 


He said this was because under 


the weight law, which now will 
require weighing the .front axle, 
truckers will have to buy a li- 
cense based on a higher gross 
weight than they did before. 


The legislature apparently was 


sold on the truck weight package 
on the premise that the higher 
license fees, would not be assessed 
on trucks weighing less than 56,000 
pounds. 


Peterson said it might result in 


higher fees for trucks down to 
6,00 0 pounds and not just those 
over 56,001 pounds as he original- 
ly explained it. 


"If I had brought all this out 


beforehand I would have had all 
these truckers in here pouring it 
on," he said. ".I know about it 
all the time but if I had called 
everybody's attention to it I would 
have had a lot more opposition.1' 


Almost every House member 


who could be contacted today was 
indignant 
about 
the1 Peterson 


statement. Feild said he would 
have many co-signers to his bill 
and he felt it would pass easily. 


"We've got to take an entire

Legislators 
Back Off of 
Rockefeller Bill

LITTLE ROCK AP)-Thc leg- 


islative chess game between ad- 
mirers and opponents of Winthrop 
Rockefeller came finally to a 
stalemate Wednesday. 


The controversy was buried in 


the House to cheers and applause 
which indicated relief that the is* 
sue will not come to a roll call 
vote. 


Both sides appeared pleased 


with the way the matter turned 
out. 


Rockefeller's 
supporters

pressed satisfaction that the move 
to oust htm from the Arkanwu 
Industrial development Commis- 
sion apparently has ended, at 
least for two years.

His opponents said they were 


satisfied. because some of the 
shine has been taken from the 
Rockefeller image. 


The hassle embroiled almost 


every 
House member, but most 


of it was beneath the surface. 
Only five men publically commit- 
ted themselves one way or the 
other. 


Pulaski County Reps. J. H. Cot- 


trell Jr., and Pete Haydon took 
Rockefeller's side by introducing 
a resolution praising him. Perry , 
County Rep. Paul Van Dalsem 
led the foes by blocking action on 
the resolution in a bitter filibust- 
er, spread over three days, in 
which he mounted an all-embrac- 
ing 
attack on Rockefeller, the 


AIDC and the Republican Party. 


Mississippi County Rep. L, H. 


Autry and Walter Day were count- 
ed unofficially against Rockefeller 
because they 
touched off the 


storm nine days ago by announc- 
ing that they would introduce to] 
reorganize the AIDC, clearing the' 
way for Gov. Orval E. FaubW to| 
oust Rockefeller from it.

Autry said Wednesday It WW 


doubtful if his bill ever would ttt 
introduced. Most House members 
considered it dead. 


The controversy ended abruptly 


when Cottrcll withdrew .his reso- 
lution affer Van Dalscm's filibust- 
er was ended because his speak' 
ing time limit of one hour ex- 
pired. Van Dalsem responded by

Just Don't 
Trust Those 
Computers

NEW YORK - I don't have 


much use for electronic comput- 
ers. 
' 


I don't understand them, and I 


have a feeling they don't under- 
stand me. 


Like, I took a test to find out 


if I'm creative. It was the kind 
of a multiple-answer test a com- 
puter gives to prospective em- 
ployes in industry. And you know 
how it came out? I'm not crea- 
tive. If they'd had computers 3 
years ago, I'd ' have had to "go 
into riveting. 


I especially object to the new 


electronic computers that are go- 
ing to manage our future auto- 
matic telephone systems. They 
are nosy, busy-body computers 
who'll check on who I'm calling, 
and who's calling me, 10 times 
every second, 24 hours a day. 


What's more significant, if no- 


body calls, those isidious, 
infal- 


lible memory cells will record my 
unpopularity 
and remember 
it 


forever. That's computativc cruel- 
ty. 


Mere's how the phone system 


will work, according to what I 
read. . . 


In the central telephone office, 


where nice young and old ladies 
were wont to sit, too busy to 
eavesdrop or record 
a client's 


wall-flowerdom, there will be lo- 
cated a giant computer. 


Into this office 
will run 
the 


wires from you phone, along with 
wires from your phone, along with 
phones in your area, and trunk 
lines from communities all over 
the country. 


Assisting the computer will be 


a device of dubious honor called 
a "scanner." This scanner will 
check every line in the office to 
see whether it's in use, and feed 
this electronic gossip to the com- 
puter. 


The scanner is fast. It doesn't 


fool around. It takes just one- 
tenth of a second to check all the 
thousands of line, thus, as 
it 


pointed out, your line and mine 
is tested for business or idleness 
10 times a second, all day 
and 


all night. 


When you pick up your tele- 


phone to make a call, there'll be 
no time to pause and reconsider, 
within a few millionths of a sec- 
ond, 
the scanner will be on the 


ball, 
pushing you 
into action. 


First it checks its memory to see 
if a change was made when you 
picked up the phone, finding no 
record of your phone having been 
in use a second before, it'll check 
to see if your line is ringing, if 
it is, your picking up the phone 
would have been in answer to a 
ring, if there's no ringing, the 
system concludes that you picked 
up the phone because you wanted 
to make a call. 


Big deal. 
Having reached this conclusion, 


the computer switches on the dial 
tone. 
While you're 
dialing, it 


writes your phone number on an 
electronic "scratch pad" memory 
circuit. As you finish dialing, it 
records that number too. Now it 
really gets frantic. . . 


It steps up the number of times 


your line is being scanned from 
10 per second to 100 per second. 
It will do this with the back of its 
hand, so to speak, while continu-
